Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6 — Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three 
months  old  or  over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30 
cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed 
for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  said  dog  is 
kept,  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  dis- 
tinctly marked  with  its  owner's  name,  and  bearing  attached 
to  said  collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  regis- 
tered number.  Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at 
the  expense  of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount  received 
from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen 
of  each  town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from  May  first 
issue  a  warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables 
directing  them  to  proceed  forthwith  either  to  kill  or  cause 
to  be  killed  all  dogs  within  such  city  or  town  not  licensed 
and  collared  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and 
to  enter  complaint  against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof ; 
and  any  person  may,  and  every  police  officer  and  constable 
shall  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and 
wherever  found.

(15  (By  request)  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the 
town  wall  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  to  repair  and  gravel 
the  road  from  the  South  Conish  four  corners  over  the  hill 
by  the  J.  W.  Pierce  place  so  called  to  Fred  W.  Smith's  place. 

(16)  To  hear  the  reports  of  Officers,  Agents,  Audi- 
tors and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereto. 

(17)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  patronage  of  the  hbrary  has  been  above  average 
this  past  year.  Our  patrons  range  in  age  from  four  years 
to  nearly-  ninety  and  all  seem  to  enjoy  the  books  equally 
well.  Several  nom  readers  have  come  to  us  this  year  and 
are  very  welcome.  We  have  on  record  1858  visits  and  8827 
volumes  loaned.  Then  there  have  been  the  readers  of  the 
books  in  the  school  branches.  In  eight  of  the  nine  schools 
we  have  kept  collections  of  about  twenty-five  books  which 
were  changed  as  the  teachers  desired.  We  have  been  glad 
to  furnish  material  for  extra  programs  for  either  entertain- 
ments or  class  work.  Some  of  our  patrons  who  find  it  in- 
convenient to  visit  the  library  in  person  have  had  us  send 
consignments  of  books  to  last  from  one  to  three  weeks. 
It  would  be  pleasing  to  do  more  of  this.  We  have  received 
gifts  of  books  from  several  parties.  Among  these  we  men- 
tion Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barrett,  Mr.  Walker  of  Oaremont,  ex- 
Gov.  Bartlett,  Cornish  W.  C.  T.  U.  and  Miss  Anita  Booker 
who  gave  us  sixteen  volumes  of  stories  which  have  been 
much  read  and  appreciated  by  our  younger  readers.  More 
books  are  expected  soon.  Some  bills  for  books  had  not  come 
when  our  financial  report  was  given  but  we  have  kept  well 
within  our  budget.  In  this  day  of  many  books  it  needs  much 
discrimination  to  enable  us  to  spend  our  book  money  wisely. 
Both  Mrs.  Weld  and  Mrs.  Bngbee  as  Trustees  have  been 
interested  to  give  you  worthwhile  as  well  as  pleasing  reading 
matter.  We  hope  you  have  been  satisfied  with  our  efforts. 
During  the  year  we  have  had  many  visitors  from  outside— 
from  several  different  states  and  from  many  towns  of  our 
own  state.  All  have,  without  exception,  expressed  admira- 
tion for  our  library  and  its  contents.     Miss  Annable,  Sec- 
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retary  of  the  N.  H.  library  commission  visited  us  and  met 
the  Trustees  last  summer.  She  was  surprised  and  delighted 
to  see  so  well  an  equipped  and  such  a  splendid  building  here. 
Her  words  were  an  encouragement  to  us  in  this  work.  If 
YOU  did  not  visit  us  last  year  why  not  come  this  year  and 
if  you  like  us  and  our  books,  come  again.

Superintendent's   Report 


To  The  Cornish  School  Board: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
thirteenth  annual  report. 

On  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  the  teachers  and  pu- 
pils of  the  respective  schools  reassembled  to  begin  the  work 
of  a  new  school  year.  Owing  to  the  small  number  of  pu- 
pils at  the  Brick  School  the  pupils  were  provided  with 
transportation  to  the  South  School.  After  being  closed 
for  eight  years  the  Townhouse  School  has  been  reopened 
to  accommodate  the  surplus  of  pupils  at  the  City  School. 
We  have  a  good  corps  of  teachers.  All  are  experienced. 
The  average  experience  is  nine  years.  Most  of  them  have 
normal  training.  Miss  AVrest,  who  is  a  normal  graduate, 
as  well  as  a  college  graduate  with  two  years  of  post- 
graduate work,  pursued  during  the  summer  a  six-weeks' 
course  at  Boston  University. 

Seven  children  are  being  transported  from  Division  five 
to  the  Centre  School,  two  children  from  Division  two  to  the 
Tracy  School  and  six  children  from  the  Brick  School  to 
the  South  School.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 
To  The  Superintendent  Of  Schools: 

'(School  health  service  provides  Health  Education  of 
the  individual  child  through  direct  instruction  of  health 
practices  and  through  the  application  of  health  measures  in 
the  community.  This  includes  preventing  the  spread  of 
communicable  disease,  vaccination  against  smallpox,  im- 
munizing against  diphtheria. 

Annual  health  inspection  of  all  pupils :  each  child  is 
given  a  health  inspection  to  discover  defects  of  nutrition, 
posture,  scalp,  skin,  throat,  teeth,  ears  and  eyes.  Parents 
are  notified  of  the  defects  found  and  urged  to  secure  re- 
medial treatment. 

Almost  daily  pupils  bring  requests  from  parents  for  the 
nurse  to  visit  their  homes.  These  requests  are  granted  and 
close  cooperation  is  maintained  with  the  home  physician, 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  other  health 
agencies. 

The  regular  program  includes  semi-yearly  health  in- 
spection, clinic  work,  daily  school  room  inspection  in  case 
of  exposure  of  communicable  disease,  individual  health  in- 
struction to  children,  and  conferences  with  teachers,  super- 
intendent and' parents.
